Rising rapidly in Menloaok Yard 
four new buildings are commanding 
the daily attention of the students, 
faculty, and patrons of Menlo 
School and Menlo Junior College. 
Initiating a building campaign in- 
volving the expenditure of more 
than $100,000, the Board of Trus- 
tees are completing the unit of 
buildings for this campus. Within 
a few years the junior college will 
be moved to the El Cedro Cottage 
site on Stanford campus and 
Menloak Yard will be used by the 
four year junior high school. 

The educational destiny of Menlo 
School and Menlo Junior College is 
assured for each year applicants 
come in increasing numbers and 
earlier in the season. Next year’s 
enrollment will be well over two 
hundred in the two institutions. 

College Hall 

College Hall will be the new 
administration and junior college 
classroom building. Situated south 
of the Middle House and east of the 
present school buildings, it will com- 
mand an important place in the 
campus life. The west end will be 
used for the administration offices 
and the new library. 

At this end of the building there 
will be the offices of the director, 
registrar, financial secretary, and 
the office staff. The new library 
will have a greater capacity of stu- 
dents for the number of students in 
the school than any of the nearby 
schools, colleges, or universities. It 
will be well lighted and heated. 
Modern library practice will con- 
tinue. 

Many new books will be added to 
the shelves for the courses next 
year. Not only will there be addi- 
tions for Major Vandervort’s new 
course in Far East History, Mr. 
Booney’s course in history of the 
Americas, Mr. Campbell’s courses 
in journalism, but also for the other 
subjects on the curriculum. Mrs. 
Brown plans to add files of infor- 
mation on current topics for de- 
bating, reports, etc. Junior high 
school classes will use ‘the library 
more too. 

The east end of the building will 
be used by the science classes of 
Mr. Hart, Dr. James, and Mr. 
Houseman. There will be two large 
laboratories and a lecture room for 


the use of visual aids in classroom 
procedure. Modern equipment will 
be used in all these classes. 

The rest of the building will be 
used for other junior college classes. 
There are large lecture rooms and 
small classrooms. Classes in politi- 
cal science, economics, history, etc., 
will use the former while the classes 
in language will probably use the 
latter. : 

New Infirmary Planned 

The new infirmary is being con- 
structed between the Middle House 
and the Highway. It has been ar- 
ranged after a careful study of in- 
firmaries. It will be one of the most 
up-to-date infirmaries in the s 
There will be an isolation ward 
solarium in addition to the usual 
rooms. It will be under the super- 
vision of Miss Morrow, who has been 
the euerdian of Menlo’s health for 
the past year. 


New Gymnasium 
The new basketball pavilion situ- 
ated between the swimming pool 
and the road will have a regulation 
size floor, a gallery with a capacity 
of about four hundred seats, lock- 


ers, etc. It will be the center of 
athletic activity next year fer Coach 
DeGroot recently announced that 


there would be a great intra-mural 
program of from eight to twelve 
sports next year. This program will 
give every boy in the schoal the 
chance to take part in athletic con- 
tests as well as safeguard his health 
and develop physical efficiency. 

The department of physical edu- 
cation will have two gymnasiums. 
Thus it will be possible to have 
many conference games in Menloak 
Yard. A glance at the schedules 
published elsewhere in this issue is 
further evidence of the fact that 
many thrilling games will be played 
in the new pavilion next year. With 
both gymnasiums available it will 
be possible to have three indoor 
games going on at the same time, 
thus giving adequate space to sports 
during the rainy winter season. 

In addition to the extra-curricu- 
lar program in sports, there will be 
a corrective class in physical educa- 
tion besides the regular classes of 
the school. Boys who need special 
attention will receive it. On the 
sport page of this issue are a num- 
ber of other facts which will inter- 


by the juniors and seniors. The 
classrcoms will be changed into bed- 
rooms. 

In the Middle House rooms will 
be enlarged to make it possible to 
have large single rooms. The old 
social hall will become the hub of 
activity for it will be the headquar- 
ters of the “Menlo Press”.

Meat and Vegetables 


Indian Corn: Dice one green pep- 
per and sauté with two tablespoons 
butter until brown. Cut the con- 
tents of one 414 ounce can of Vienna 
sausage in slices, add to pan and 
sauté a few minutes more. Add one 
teaspoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
pepper, a No, 2 can of corn, one- 
half cup milk and two slightly 
beaten eggs. Pour into a buttered 
baking dish and hake about thirty 
minutes in a moderate oven (350° 
F). This serves six. 

Lima Beans Italienne: Dice four 
slices of bacon and fry to extract 
fat. Add one chopped onion, one 
green pepper, cut in rings, and two 
cups diced celery. Add the juice 
from a No. 2 can of lima beaus, 
and simmer until the celery and 
green pepper are tender. Then add 
two cuns of canned tomato pulp 
and the beans and heat well. Pour 
in center of platter and surround 
with one-fourth package of boiled 
spaghetti. Serve as a main dish 
with quince jelly. Serves eight. ~
